The arguments put forward by 
the majority of persons in today’s 
study are that there is no use 
making war materials for Britain 
unles the materials get there, and 
that it is better to help England 
now than to fight it out alone with 
Germany later. 


The argument put forward on 
the other side, by voters who op- 
pose convoys, is that convoying 
will lead to war. 

The degree of public interest in 
this highly controversial issue is 
well demonstrated by the fact that 
only one person in every 14 (7 per 
cent) interviewed in the survey 
had no opinion on the subject. 


Oppose Convoy. 


Although Wendell Willkie has 
come out in favor of convoys, to- 
dav’s study found that a majority 
of persons in the survey who voted 
for Willkie last November oppose 
convoys, the vote being 52 per cent 
against, 42 per cent in favor and 
the rest undecided. 

Among persons who voted for 
Roosevelt last November, senti- 
ment is running 60 per cent in 
favor of convoys, 33 per cent op- 
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opinion. 

The division of sentiment on the 
issue is very much like the di- 
vision found on the Lease-Lend 
bill when it was first introduced 
last winter.

Ismael Romero, a vanguardist 
official, was said by the police to 
have written to a provincial chief- 
tain, Edilberto Bizama, and said: 

“I report to you that the unani- 
mous opinion of the people is that 
we must again embark on another 
fifth of September.” 

65 Nazis Executed. 

It was September 5, 1938, when 
the present vanguardist leader and 
deputy, Jorge Gonzalez von Ma- 
rees, led the Nazi party putsch 
against the government of Presi- 
dent Arturo Alessandri. It result- 
ed in the execution of 65 Nazis. 

Gonzalez remained silent to- 
night in the face of these charges 
but another vanguardist deputy, 
Gustavo Vargas, denied that the 
vanguardists plotted against the 
government. 

Arturo Hoffman, a vanguardist

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Stiffer Profits Taxes? 


Reports from Washington state that the 
Treasury Department, which has urged con- 
gress to increase the excess profits tax, has 
the approval of President Roosevelt for the 
plan. It is indicated that a limitation of profits 
to 75 per cent of a several-year average has 
been suggested, also a plan to limit profits to 
4 per cent on the investment. 

It is desirable, at such a time as this, that 
ways be found to make impossible the accumu- 
lation of huge profits out of defense or war- 
aid contracts. One of the scandals of former 
wars has been the fortunes amassed by war 
contractors, or war profiteers. It has repeat- 
edly been stated that no such scandal shall be 
possible in this country again. 

However, if capital is thus to be taxed, steps 
should also be taken to see that labor does not 
use the emergency as a club to exact un- 
necessarily high wages. While American youths 
are serving their country in the armed services 
for as little at $21 a month, it would be little 
short of criminal to permit either capital or 
labor to profit excessively by the emergency. 

So far the great tragedy of this defense ef- 
fort has been the large number of strikes in 
essential defense industries. Neither capital 
nor labor is blameless in these shocking stop- 
pages of work on contracts which may mean 
the safety of the nation and the freedom of 
mankind all over the world. 

In some instances, undoubtedly manage- 
ment has provoked the strikes by refusal to 
recognize the proper and legalized right of 
workers to collective bargaining. In other in- 
stances it is equally certain that subversive ele- 
ments among labor leaders, excessive greed for 
union membership dues or for the power con- 
ferred by closed shop conditions, have been 
the prime motive behind those who have called 
organized workers away from their tools. 

However, whichever side is to blame, the 
emergency is so grave that the congress or the 
President should promptly take steps to insure 
uninterrupted operations of defense factories, 
shipyards and connected industries. 

To do this it will be wise to rigidly curtail 
the profits that capital can make, thus re- 
moving cause for jealousy on the part of labor, 
and at the same time provide that labor cannot 
interrupt work by unreasonable demands. 

An adequate excess profits tax is perhaps 
the best way to achieve the former goal, while 
a system of compulsory mediation of labor- 
management disputes, without work stoppage 
and with final judgments made retroactive, is 
probably the most desirable method of assuring 
the second objective.

No Alien Soil 


Three centuries ago, Georgia became a 
land of hope for the oppressed. Today, 
youngsters of the air are the world’s hope for 
all oppressed. It is fitting, therefore, that 
Georgia soil and Georgia skies will be used 
to train many of the gallant youth of the 
British empire for their task of seizing the 
skies for free men. 

To Georgia three centuries ago came the 
poor of England. They were not criminals, 
as careless legend sometimes has it, but poor 
folk condemned to the prisons of England for 
the then crime of debt. There were Scots 
folk hounded from the glens. There were gen- 
tle folk who saw in the new colony a place 
of hope for the free souls of the world and a 
partial escape from the tyranny of monarchy 
scarce restrained. There were adventurous 
men, traders and explorers. They were a 
synthesis of the England to come. They fought 
first that Georgia should remain a free colony 
of the empire, then their sons and their sons 
sons fought that Georgia should become free 
of the tyranny overseas. Again yet other gen- 
erations fought that the rights of small states 
should remain paramount. Still again they 
fought to free Cuba from an alien yoke and 
to bring the Philippines into a new. empire. 
And lastly they went back overseas to crush 
the might of a ruthless emperor bent upon 
world dominion. Tomorrow, the call to arms 
may come again. 

It is to soil that has bred men such as these, 
to soil that has nurtured human liberties in 
ever-widening measure, that these British lads 
come to be trained in the ways of the skies. 
They will be welcomed, as among their own 
kin, for here in Georgia pulses a blood born 
to the tradition these youngsters are living. 

They will train with American pilots, all in 
a common cause. Their association symbolizes 
the unity of their spirit and the need that 
brings them together, that the cause of free- 
dom shall live in flaming splendor. It will be 
no alien soil they tread.

Fourteen Lessons 

There is a typical Hitlerian ring in the 
warnings and the promises of Vichy toward 
this country. First we are warned not to 
take action against Dakar, Martinique, Guade- 
loupe, or other French colonies of this hemi- 
sphere or of the African coast. Then comes 
the promise, so familiar in the Hitler war chest, 
that none of these bases will be used for ag- 
gressive action against South America or this 
country. 

These very threats and promises are the 
greatest reasons why this country should move 
against these possessions and move now. To 
do otherwise is to take too grave a chance with 
the national safety at a time when the day for 
action approaches inexorably. 

The fate of the Panama Canal may rest 
with action taken immediately against French 
possessions in this hemisphere. The lesson 
of the Nazi use of Syrian air bases en route to 
Iraq cannot be too ctrongly urged upon the 
consciousness of the American people. The 
men of Vichy have promised many things. 
Like the promises of their master, they are 
proving to mean nothing. Dakar is one of the 
world’s key bases for the command of the sea. 
It ranks with Panama, Singapore, Gibraltar 
and Suez and outranks any of these in its im- 
plications for the domination of South America. 
It must be taken either into British or Ameri- 
can hands, and every day lost in taking that 
action means a greater military and naval task 
in seizing it. 

Promises mean little or nothing today when 
placed in the scale of naticnal interest. Let 
France threaten and promise if it will. But 
let us not make the mistake of waiting to see 
whether the promises mean anything. Four- 
teen other countries have done that, and 14 
other countries today feel the yoke of a con- 


queror. Fourteen lessons should be enough.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

BUSINESS AS USUAL WASHINGTON, May 20.—Occasion- 


ally a tendency, an atmosphere or 
a situation within the government is succinctly summed up in a 
brief episode. A little thing happens. And, in the light of it, one 
is suddenly able to understand a puzzlingly big thing. Such an 
episode was the dispute between one of the Office of Production 
Management’s construction supervisors and an official with the 
expressive title of OPM steel expeditor. 

For some time now supplies of structural steel for new defense 
plants have not been regularly available. The construction men 
at OPM have been complaining pretty loudly to the raw materials 
division. The difficulty came to a head a couple of weeks ago 
when work on one of the vitally important new factories for big 
bombers at Fort Worth, Texas, was slowed down by a steel short- 
age. The man checking construction progress had evidence that 
structural steel of the sort needed at Fort Worth was being shipped 
in large quantities to New York for private building projects. He 
passed his information on to the OPM raw materials division,‘ 
where the problem was referred to the steel expeditor. 

The steel expeditor then made a careful investigation of the 
situation, and sat down and wrote a report to the construction man. 
The construction man, said the report, was correct in every charge 
that he made, Steel was indeed going to New York that could be 
used at Fort Worth. Therefore steel was not available for Fort 
Worth. The construction man replied, with considerable heat, 
“Hell, I knew that all along,” and pointed out that application of 
a priorities ruling might be advisable. A bitter row within the 
OPM ensued, but in the end, so far as can be learned, nothing 
was done. 


SHORTAGES There has been a good deal of talk, much of 

it justified, about the harm done the defense 
effort by New Deal ax-grinding. The above is a specimen of the 
harm done by the businessmen, among many of whom the attach- 
ment to the psychology of business-as-usual is so strong as to 
amount to ax-grinding of another kind. The worst manifestation 
of this business psychology has been a fear of wartime over- 
expansion of industry, and resulting post-war economic disruption. 
Any reasonably intelligent man who reads the morning headlines 
ought to be able to see that this is no time to worry about the 
post-war economic picture. If the defense effort is unsuccessful, 
our free economy is doomed in any case. 

Yet in three crucial fields, steel, aluminum and railroad cars, 
this fear of overexpansion has caused planning for the future on 
a miserably inadequate scale. The aluminum shortage is now a 
public scandal. The possibility of a steel shortage, long predicted 
by the OPM economist, Stacy May, was solemnly ridiculed in an 
elaborate report by Gano Dunn. Dunn, an extremely able engi- 
neer, seems to have had the wool pulled over his eyes by the steel 
companies, For a steel shortage is also an established fact today, 
and rigid priorities must be immediately enforced if the defense 
effort is not to suffer further. A railroad car shortage, also called 
impossible by the business-as-usual crowd, is also rapidly de- 
veloping. 

Nor are these special and out of the ordinary problems. On 
the contrary, they are simply normal outgrowths of a besetting 
vice at OPM, of which numerous other outgrowths can also be 
cited. A minor example was that of the strongly defense-minded 
New York county whose supervisors evolved a system of volunteer 
scrap-iron collections for defense. The system was disapproved by 
a minor OPM official on the grounds that it might arouse a dan- 
gerous sense of emergency among the citizenry. Similarly, a sys- 
tem under which the sanitation department was to collect New 
York’s scrap iron and scrap aluminum, devised by the brilliarit 
AEF salvage expert of the last war, Colonel C. R. Van Etten, was 
turned down at OPM on the simple ground that it was too novel. 

This kind of nonsense should be

put a stop to, and it is to be 


hoped that the President will not spare the feelings of the men 
responsible for it. Nor is it necessary to hand the OPM over to 
the New Dealers, as a few of the New Dealers like to think, just 
because certain of the OPM businessmen have not waked up to 
the realities of their task. A powerful though apparently a minority 
faction among the OPM businessmen is already completely awake. 

The views of this group were recently expressed by W. L. Batt, 
deputy chief of production, who has gained the reputation of being 
the hardest-driving official in the OPM setup. In a broadcast speech, 
Batt demanded a “radical change of attitude” among “some people” 
“in government, in industry and in the labor unions. Overtime 
work, more rapid expansion of facilities, and a program more 
broadly planned were Batt’s three recommendations. His speech 
was timed to coincide with publication of a report by the National 
Planning Association, which he heads, urging that the defense pro- 
gram be conceived in terms of $100,000,000.000 of expenditure, 
rather than of $40,000,000,000. Only in this way, the report said, 
could we begin to equal the German and British records of putting 
half the national productive effort into defense. ' 

On any logical grounds it is impossible to answer the question, 
“Why should we not do as well as the enemy?” The result of 
Batt’s speech, and the report, however, is understood to have been 
an unholy ruckus within the OPM, in which his immediate superior, 
Production Chief John Biggers, the leading advocate of the policy 
of go slow, is said to have taken a conspicuous part. But the per- 
sonalities and the rows are not important. All that is important 
is getting the job done. And there is very little time left to do it in.

A COUPLE OF STORIES A teacher of a Sabbath school was 

~ telling me the other day of a 
youngster in his class who was listening with rapt atteftion to the 
story of the crucifixion. 

The teacher came to the part of the story in which is described 
the act of the soldier who came forward and pierced the side of 
the Nazarene with his spear. 

The particular youngster sprang to his feet and shouted, indig- 
nation in his voice: 

“If Dick Tracy had been there he wouldn't have done it!” 

The other story concerns thé minister who said, at the end of 
a particularly heated sermon: 

‘“‘Al] those who want to go to Heaven, please stand.” . 

All stood except one calm-looking man, who remained seated. 

“Brother,” said the minister, “don‘t you want to go to Heaven?” 

“Yes,” said the indolent one, “but I am in no great hurry 
about it.” 

I had meant to use the first story as a lead to a discussion of 
the influence of the comics, which seems to me to be good, and 
not bad. I always have thought one of the finest influences the 
young men of 20 and 30 years ago had were the wild west stories 
and the Frank Merriwell books, which had to be read in haylofts 
or basements because of parental objection. They all taught that 
right triumphed over wrong because it was right; they inevitably 
exalted clean living and virtue and goodness. I never understood 
why they were thought to be bad. The comics do the same thing, 
Detective Dick Tracy points out every day that crime doesn’t pay. 
The sleek-haired “gun molls” and the clever crooks march in- 


exorably to their doom. 
FRENCH APPLICATION Both stories, it seemed to me, are 
applicable to France. 

If there had been any character present in the French leaders . 
they would not have made this collaboration with Germany in the — 
manner it has been made. 

True, the French were defeated. True, they were at the mercy 
of the Germans. 

True, they had to make some sort of collaboration. 

But the evidence indicates the most cynical collaboration. 
one of intense collaboration and it is attended by entHusiastic co- 
operation. The French gladly are fighting the English. The truth 
seems to be that the French leaders never had any real desire to 
oppose Germany. The truth seems to be the French leaders have 
made a realistic, yet extremely cynical, agreement whereby they 
are sustained and kept in secondary power. 

It may be, although it yet is to be proved, the French people 
generally do not accept this warfare against England and the hos- 
tility for the United States. The odds are the majority of the 
French people will go along with the Petain government. 

One may except immediate breaks in the forces of Free France 
headed by General De Gaulle. The French colonists hardly will 
desert the Vichy government, for the simple reason their immediate 
bread is buttered only on the side of the Vichy government. 

The French government, had it been at all sincere in its original 
alliance, could have avoided, by playing their African forces against 
Germany, any such collaboration as they now have. They need 
not have been so enthusiastic about it. The inescapable truth seems 
to be that the French leaders prefer alliance with Germany and 
have sold out entirely and with enthusiasm. What the people think 
remains to be seen. 

One cannot help but feel a great and sincere sympathy for the 
people of France. But now it is obvious we were right in not 
sending food to France. It would have gone to Germany.

ISOLATIONIST AID The French stand. will, for a time at 

least, assist the isolationists. They have 
been arguing all along there-was nothing great or noble about de- 
feated France. There isn’t. There always will be, in this country, 
a certain amount of sympathy and affection for the French people. 
But it will be tinged with cynicism by this latest act of the Vichy 
government. 

There is less feeling for going in simply because England needs 
aid. 

There is more thinking by plain citizen, George Spelvin, about 
what it means to him and his ability to own a car, to buy a house 
from the FHA, to join the Masons or the Knights of Columbus, 
to say what he thinks about his governor, his president or the 
members of the city council or county commission. 

He has figured it out that this Hitler system won’t do him any 
good. It seems to me the sentiment in this country has come 
around to that. It is a healthy thing. It is the best thing that could 
have happened. We could never have achieved unity on the basis 
of aid to England. 

Encouraging, too, is the report from Senator Barkley, the admin- 
istration leader, that American materials are reaching England in a 
satisfactory manner. Mr. Barkley, of course, spoke for Mr. Roose- 
velt. This means we will not begin convoying at any immediate 
time unless there is a sudden change in Europe. 

It ought always to be remembered that Mr. Roosevelt’s sources 
of information allow him and his advisers to have a picture we 
cannot see or have. Those who have been fretting because he has 
not made any hasty moves would do well to keep that fact in mind.

must be contemporaries of the Neandetthal man. In some respects 

they seem inferior to apes. 

They are incredibly nasty. They have no sense of personal 
property rights. Each shares his supplies with others, as wolves 
share Their kill, and takes the property of others according to 
his need. 

They have no coriception of sex morality, and do not hesitate 
to lend their wives or exchange wives for a week or a month, 
either as a matter of courtesy or merely for the sake of variety. 
The wives are not consulted. as 

But if these poor creatures in many particulars seem as primi- 
tive as their dogs, they have two characteristics that prove them 
human and clinch the belief that human nature never changes. 

Every Eskimo wife knows how to handle her husband. If she 
desires anything that is obtainable, she hints and suggests and 
cajoles and wheedles, day after day without respite, until her hus- 
band, poor dumb kluck, at last gives in, thinking the idea his own. 

The other trait is a tendency to break down under pressure of a 
gift. He can’t take it. 

In that land where transportation costs make a ton of coal worth 
$170, any imported thing is a treasure. And the Eskimo is so poor 
that a pack of sewing needles is a fortune. 

Give him such a pack and you ruin him. He can understand a 
trade of articles or an exchange of favors, but an outright gift is 
beyond his comprehension. 

Brooding over it, he reaches the only conclusion within the 
capacity of his mentality. 

He decides that he somehow outsmarted the white man, who 
must be a fool. If he could get one treasure by being so clever, 
why not get more and more and thus become rich and live the life 
of Riley? So a truthful and trustworthy Eskimo becomes a liar, 
a sneak, and a tricky and treacherous dead-beat too ornery to work 
for his living. 

Isn't that familiar? How many times we have seen young heirs 
and family pets and aristocratic refugees and more humble groups 
deprived of character and made worthless by unearned largesse,

‘cent for the last two maturities. 
The company has the right to 
anticipate payment of any of the 
maturities. 

“The company will save in in- 
terest from this arrangement a to- 
tal of $149,218, or $50,000 per an-| 
num, as contrasted with what it 
would have paid the RFC follow- | 
ing a similar program of curtail-| 
ment.”

Governor Talmadge let it be 
known yesterday that he was in- 
terested in the passage of only 
three amendments in the June 3 
election—those providing for four- 
year terms for Governor and the 
principal statehouse officers. 

These amendments are ' em- 
bodied in Nos. 1, 2 and 55. The 
first two deal with the terms of 
the Governor and constitutional 
officers, while No. 55 provides a 
four-year term for the state su- 
perintendent of schools. 

At the same time it developed 
that although the voters will pass 
on 68 amendments, there actually 
will be 70 numbers on the ballot 
instead of the present 69, which 
contain one duplicate.

Governor Talmadge advised 
county officials charged with pre- 
paring ballots that Amendment 
No. 33, authorizing Bibb county 
to make temporary loans, must be 
divided into two amendments. 

Writing for his political publi- 
cation, The Statesman, Governor 
Talmadge made no mention of 
Amendment No. 69, which pro- 
vides for annual sessions of the 
legislature. 

The Governor was careful to 
instruct his readers just how to 
vote for the three amendments in 
which he is interested.
